ENEMY SUBJECTS IN CHINA. 


THE question of the internment of 
coemy ‘subjects in China appears 
from reports in the Chinese Press to 
be atill engaging the attention of the 
Chinese Government. No doubt the 
developments in Siberia mentioned 
in the recent cables has made this 
question seem to members of the 
Government to be one’ of pressing 
importance, especially as there have 
been remonstrances of Iate—unoificial 
at least, if not official—concerning the 
freedom with which enemy subjects 
have been permitted to travel, in 
tpite of the ‘very stringent orders 
lisaued by. the Chinese Government 
with a view to confining them as 
closely as possible tn-the areas ic 
which they are permitted to reside.
